when they be ſcratched by flatterie. 

By. theſe ſteps of ſmoothing moſt Courtiers learne to 
climbe, and more hit vpon perferment by occaſion, then 
cither by worthinetle, or good delert.

hurtfull and hath more authority in his words, then he that doth 
diſcredit his dolrine with the lewdneſſe of his life: {o that we 
may conclude thoſe vices to bemoſt abominable;that are 
molt deſirous tolook likevertues:now it were a hard mat- 
terfor meto diſtinguiſh between men, who were good'&c 
who were bad; but'f I might give my verdi& to ſay who 
were the wiſeſt men now 1n this age, lwould ſay they were 
Tailor;:would you heare my reaſon? becauſe 1 doeſee the 
wiſdom of womento be {till oner-reacht by Tailers, that 
caneuery day induce them to as many new fangledfaſhi-

I haue hitherto peruſed the vaine and idle expencesthat 
are con{umedin Tobacco , now by yo'!i :auours; a little to 
recreate your wearied ſpirits , I will acquaint you with a 
ſhort D:alogue that was ſometime diſcourſed betweene a 
Scholler and a Shooemaker, which happened thus. 

A Scholler(and a maſter of Artes )that vpon ſome occa- 
ſions being herein Londey,driven into want,hitting vpon 
a Shooemaker, began to make his mone, and told himthat 
hewas a maſterofthe ſeuen Sciences, that was in ſome di- 
ſtreſſe, and beſoughthim to beſtowſome ſmall courtelie 
on him;for his reliefe.

Science,l doe liue,and with it ] do keepe my ſelfe,my wife, 
and my family ; and you with your ſeuen Sciences to-bein 
want] cannot belecue ye. 

Sir(faid the Scholler)I tellyou a truetale;the moreis my 
poerel am aStholler , and I haue proceeded maſter in the 
leuen Liberal Sciences, and yet (as my fortune hath con- 
dufted me)l am driven into diftretle, and would beglad 
but ofapoorereliefe, * : 

Aha(quoth the Shoomaker) now I vnderſtand yee, you 
area malterof the ſeuen liberall Sciences: Ihaue heard of 
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thoſe ſame liberdll Sciences before, but I perceiuvethey are 
nat halfeſo bountifull to the Purſe, as they beeliberall in 
name:welll am ſorry for you, but I haueno money to be- 
Nowzyet itgaggroun/el would ſerue your turne, | could 
ſt you downEacourſe , how you mightliue, you ſhould 
not line to begge. | 

Sir (faid the Scholer) good counſell comes neucr out 
of ſeaſon to a man thatis wiſe, I will giue you thankes for 
anyaduiſe you will giue me that is good. 

Then {quoth the Shovomaker )you ſhalllet alone thoſe 
ſame Sciences that you name to beſoliberali,and you ſhall 
enteryourſeleintoany one of the three companiesthat 
have now better taking,andare growneto be moregain- 
full then all the ſeauen Sciences, that you hane hitherto 
learned,and putthemall together. | 

And what be thoſe three companies (faid the Schollrr) 
that youſo much. commend? 

They are three Companies (ſaid the Shooemaker ) that 
are now in moltrequeſt, and hauing gotten all the trade 
into their owne hands; the firit is tokeepean Alchouſe,the 
ſceond a Tobacco boſe, & thethird to keepe a Brothell houſe,

' encethe Shosemaker aimed ſomthing neare the marke, for 
he that did butſee the abundance of Ale-hoxſes, that arein 
euery corner,] thinke he would wonder, how they could

+ areallrepleniſhed withdmunkards, every houre in the day 
(andalmoſt every minute inthe night)and did yet againe 
ſe their bealtly demeanures, hearetheir blaſphemies and

I remember that many yeares ſince, I ſaw a few printed 
lines,intituled, The Blazon of a Prieft, written by ſome He» 
rault of Armes, that had pretily contrived a Papif in the 
compaſle of Armorie. 

Hefirft made deſcription of a Papiſt Rampart, a furious

, Hethat is thought to be poore, is never thought to bee. 
wiſe,nor fit to hauethe managing ofany matter of impor- 
tance;allis well accepted that is ſpoken by authority, but 
truth itſelfe is hot belecued,ifit proceed from the mouth 
of pouerty. 

By this. contempt of pouery,vice hath beene advanced, 
and {ithensriches hauethus creptinto credit,the worid is 
rather growne to giue way to the humour of arich Foole, 
then to follow the direQion ofa poore wiſeman. 

Let vs now alittle looke into the ations ofthis age, and 
ſpeaketruly,when was Yertue and Honefty more deſpiſed; 
when was Pride,Riot,and Exceile,more inordinate;when 
was Adultery.& alother vnchaſt liuipg;either more appa- 
rant,orleſle puniſhed: when were al mannerof abhomina- 
tions moretolerated,when thoſe that ſhould miniſter cor- 
recion, will ſometimes fauour the'r owne vices in'others, 
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z3$ The Honeſtle 
eucry man accounting that to be moſt excellent in faſhi- 
on that is moſt taken vp anden-ured > by thoſe that bee 
molt vicious. | 
. Thou ſhalt not follow the multitude to doe enill, the comman- 
dement of thelining God,Exed.z 3. but for theſe e4tnlre- 
rers,theſe Drimnkards;theſe Swearers,theſe Blaſphemers, they 
haue made aſacrifice of theirown ſoules;totheDivell,and 
hauecaſt off all care,both ofhonourand honelly. 
But to leave the generall and to come to the particular, 

] tell thee thou eAdwuterer,] ſpeake it to thy face, that be- 
fides the Poxe,and many other lothſome diſeaſes, that are 
incident to Whore-maſters whillt they livein this world;thy 
hot burning fireof luſt, will bring thee tothe hot burning 
fire o! Hell. 

AndI tell thee Dizes,that pamperelt thy ſelfe in exceile 
whilſt Lazar lieth cry ing out at thy gate ready tofamiſh, 


Lazarws ſhall be comforted, when thou ſhalt intreate but: 


for one drop ofcold water,tocoolethy tongue. 

And thou beaſtly Drwkard, thou moniter of Nature, 
that amongſtallother finners art themoſt baſe and ſer- 
vile:if a Drunkard were as ſeldometo be ſeene as the Bird 
of Arabia, he woald be more wonderedat thenthe Owle, 
and more loathed then the Swme. 

How many Craftſmen that will labour all the weeke, 
for that which on Sunday they willſpend in an Alchorſe, 
that will there mott beaſtly conſumein Drizke,that would 
relieue their poore wiues and children at home, that other 
whiles doe want wherewith to. buy them Bread? 

But if Druakennetle were not ſo common as it is;a num- 
berof Tauernes and Ale-houſe keepers, might ſhut vp 
their dores, but the cuſtome of it doth make it ſo conver- 
ant;that ittaketh away the ſence of linne, 

Thegeneralitie of it,l ſhallnot needero expreſſe; _ 
| | there 
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there is no feaſting,mo banquetting,noralmoſt any merry 
meeting;butDrunkemneſfe muſt be a principall gueft:and 
what agloryisitaftertheencounteroftheir Culifor one 
Drunkard ; fo ſee anether carried away ypon mens ſhoul- 
ders to their Beds. | 

Thefruits of drunkennefle have bin very well known, 
fince Lor committed inceſt with his ownedanghters,lince 
eAMexander kild his Chtus, and (ince Lycirs Pres obtained 
that victory againlt his enemies, by making of them" 
drunke,that he could never attaine vnto, ſolong as they 

' wereſober. | 

V'Vhenthe fume of thedrinke once begins to aftend 
tothe braine, the mindeis oppreſſed withidle thoughts, 
which ſpurreth on the tongue, to contentious quarelling, 
to ERIIS biting, to idle and beaſtly talking ; to 
ſwearing and blaſpheming , andin the end, to ſtabbing 
and murchering. 

I nener yet knewa Drunkard to be fit for any good or 
godly exerciſe: and (2/ar was wont to ſay, that he ſtood. 
morein doubt of Brut#s and Caſſins, that were noted to 
be ſober;then he did of dranken Marcus Antonines., 

Let him be of whar title heliſt,if he be a Drunkard,do 
but trip him of his gay cloathes, and ſcrape hisname out 
of the Heranlds booke, and he is without erther euidenceor 
preheminence of the baſeſt raſcall,;that euer wasdrunke in 
an Alz-houſe. 

Nowl tell thee againe thou Swearey & Blaſphemer, that 
the heauy curſe of Godis ſtill depending over thy head: 
thou'that vpon every light occatis doſt pollute thename 
of God;that is to bereuerenced and feared ; and doeſlt ſet 
that tongue which by the right of creation, ſhould be the 
Trumpet,to furffi forth his /ory,thou doeſt make it thein- 
firument to prophaneand blaſpheme his holy name.

vition of the flying Bookeſeen by Zacharias;that was twelue 
Cubitsin length, and ten in-breadth , doth witnetle that 
the Curſes aremany that are written, and do hang in re- 
cord againſt Swearers, | 

Ithinke Bribery isno (inne at all,;orif it bezit is but. veni- 
all, alight offence,a matter ofno reckoning to account 
on. 

It is ikethe diſeaſe of Morbus Gallicys, which in poore 
men wevle plainedealing, andcallit the Poxe, butin great 
perſonages, a little togild onertheloathſomnetſe, wee. 
mult call it the Gowt or the Sciatica:{o that which amongſt 
inferiours we call a Bribe,in ſuperiors itis called a Gift, apre- 
ſent,a & ratification, 

If a Lawyer fora fee of ten ſhillings , doe ſometimes 
taketen pounds;it isa Curtelie,, a Benemolence ; butthele 
Curtelies and kindnetles are beſtowed with as much good 
wilas the true man,when he giueth his purſe to the theefe.. 

Yet hethathath iudgement to giuea Bribe with diſcre= 
tion,may worke wonders,he may run through ſtitch with 
any buſlines. 

Tacob by ſending ofpreſents may appeaſe the anger of 
Eſan. 

(laudius by giuing of bribes may eſcape correQtion , 
though he commit ſacriledgeinthe Temple of Ainerna. 

Thou ſhalt take no gifts;for the gift blindeth the wiſe,and per 
werteth the words of the righteonsEx009.3 3. | 
But totmake an endofthis text; | wil but addethus much; 
thatthegiuing and taking of bribes,& the buyin gandſel- 
ling of offices,are 2 ſuch gue ſores toa common wealth 
where they be ſuffered;that they arenoletſe hurtfulltothe 
Prince;then preiudiciall to the poore ſubie, 

Should I ſpeake now of Couetoulaes , of Vſury , and - 
| | Pride. 
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Pride? 

Couetouſhes is a ſinne;that eyuermore hath bin hated, 
and Vſury isa {innethat the world hath ſtilldeteſted. 

But the pride of theſe times(if it were well conlidered) is 
much more odious inthe ſight of God, and many waies 
more pernicious to the common-wealth then both thoſe 
other of Couetouſnetle and Vſury;thatare(and haueeuer 
beene)accountedſoloathſome. \ 

Couctouſneſſe(I confelle) is the Curre, thapthinketh 
nothing to bevalawfulthat bringeth in gaine;ifis the can- 
ker that eateth and deuoureth the gettinigs of the poore, 

Itis the Viper that ſpareth neither triend nor foe,vertuous 
nor vicious, but where there is golde to be gotten, it tea- 
reth the very intrails of whom ſoeuer. 

Heyeeldethyeta reaſon for his ſcraping,andpleads the 
feare of want , alleadging that his greedy heaping and ga- 
thering together,to be buta Chriſtianlike care, that every 
man ſhould haue to prouide for his family. 

Simonides being demanded why he beganne to grow ſo 
miſerablein his latter yeares;to fall a hourding vp ot riches 
when he was ready for the graue, to acquit himſelfe of a 
couetousdiſpalition,an{wered : becaulſe({aid he)I had ra- 
therhave goods toleauetomineenemies,when 1am dead, 
then to ſtand in needeof my friends, whilſt I amaliue. 

Thus wemay ſe there isnot avice ſo odible, but they. 
haueskill tomaskeit with the vilardof vertue, ' -: 

Andthe Vſureron theotherlide he pleads not guiltie- 
nay,he will hardly be perſwaded, that Vury is any ſin at 
* alor if it bea {innezitisfuch alin,as itliesin hisownewill 


anddiſpolition, what manner of {in he himſelfe will make 


of it,whetheralittle linne or a great finne;or a (inne of as 
ny aflize,that hehimſel/edoth liſtco forme orfaſhion it. 

' Now the Vſurer doth acknowledge that theScriptures 

| do 
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doeprohibite thetaking of Vſury,and/faith he)ſo God 
himſelfe hath commanded;7 how /palt not fteale . : 
| Nowfor arich man to be a Theefe,euery man can ſay;he 
deſerues to be hanged: but for apoore man that is ready 
to famiſh,andin his neceflity, heſtealeth aloateof bread 
to ſauehis life,hereis now atheft committed , & a direct 
breach of Gods commandement;yet to be commiſerated, 
From hence they would infexa toleration in ſome per- 
ſons,namely,to men that be aged,to widowes & to Or- 
phanes:and there be ſome that publikely in writing haue 
maintaineda toleration to be had in theſe, & do think it 
a matter drawing nearer Charity, for theſe to make profit © 
of the:r money rather thento walte oripend away the 
ſtocke. | 
Hereis yet aſecondcolleQion that is gathered by the V- 
ſurer;yet (faith he )ifa man be driuen into that neceſhtie, - 
that he is enforced to ſteale(thogh it be but a loaf of bread 
for his relicfe )yet the theft is to be acconited ſo much the 
more.or ſo much the letſe;in reſpe& of the perſon from. 
whom itis committed:for in ſucha caſe,to ſteale fromkim 
that is rich.the robery is nothing ſo intolerablein the eies 
of the world , as for him that is pooreto ſteale from ano- 
ther,no letle poore the himſel::therfore( ſaith the Viurer) 
we may take viſe of him that is rich,ſo we haue a conſfciece 
to him that is poore; & to fortifie his conceit;he alledgeth 
certaine places of Scripture: /f thou lend money to my peoples 
that is,to the pooreythou ſ2alt take nowſury,  x0d. 22. 
Here is now no prohibition but that we may takevſeof 
thoſe that berich,it is but the pore that are only excepted. 
And we are yet againe forbidden that wee ſhould take 
no Vſury,but it is of thy brother that is falne m decay,L.cu.2

Whenthe Dew cameto tempt our Saviour Chriſt, hee 
beganne with Scrprum eft;and the Viurer to falue _ that 
G inne 
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linne that all ages hath detelted,all places hath deuoun- 
ced,&allgood men haye euer abhorred.hauekarnd of 
the dewilito alledge the holy Scriptures. . 

But Vury is forbidden by Gods owne mouth,and ther- 
fore lin,neitheris that reliefeto be found init that many 
do expe&t;for where it makethſhewto giue;thereittaketh, 
&where it pretederh toſuccor,there againitdoth oppres. 

And therefore heEthat ſeeketh to aſlilt himſelfe by the 
helpeof the Vſurer,is like the poore Sheepe;that ſeekethin 
a (torme toſhrowd himſelfe vader a Bramble where heis 
ſure toleaue ſome of his Foot behinde him. 

Therehath beene queſtionmadeof Viury,what it is,for 
ſome would haveit conlift onely,in theletting out of mo- 
ney according to the letter as it is written, Thou ſhalt not 
giueto Vſurytothy Brother, Deut. 23, 

Otherſome doethinke him to be asgreat an Vſurer,that 
taketk exceſhuegaines in any thing, as the other that ta- 
keth vie for his money. Dy 

He would vphold his reaſon thus: Ifapoore man thats 
driven into diſtreſſe,ſhould cometo borrow the ſummeof 
twenty ſhillings ofa monied man vpon a garment(or ſome 
other pawn)thatnot long before had coſt him fourty:pro- 
miſing within onemonth or twozhot onely to, redeeme 


his pawne,but alſo to give him reaſonable vie fortheloane

Heis anſweredthattolend money vpon Vary is againſt
